“The torpedo boat, manuevering quickly, 
crossed the bow of the transport and es- 
caped as soon as the firing began. 

“The commander of the second torpedo 
boat as scon as he was fired upon thought 
he was attacked by Japanese and replied 
with quick-firing guns. Several men on 
the nearest battleship were wounded. 

“The torpedo boat commander was the 
first to discover the mistake, made a num- 
ber of frenzied signals and succeeded in 
getting out of range of the fire.” 

Newspapers this morning continue to dis- 
play unrestrained bitterness toward Great 
Britain, The Sviet (Panslavist) warns 
the Russian public not to be too sanguine 
of an amicable settlement, saying: The 
reference of the matter to a commission 
leads people to suppose that the incident 
is closed. but a whole series of other 
events shows that the crisis is not ended. 
We must be ready for any eventuality. 

“The conviction exists in France that 
Great Britain promised Japan to detain the 
second Pacific squadron, which would ex- 
plain the double-dealing of the English 
government and press. 

“Great Britain does not want war, as 
war would draw in France, but ts relying 
on her naval strength to do all possible 
to embarrass Russia, produce a repetition 
of the Hull incident, or, worse still, ar- 
range a Japanese ambuscade which would 
make a Russia naval victory impossible. 
Altogether, Great Britain's attitude bodes 
no good to Russia. Great Britain’s chance 
to mjure and humiliate Russia was never 
so good as now.“ 

Even Admiral Abaza, who is attached to 
Emperor Nicholas“ 
quoted as indulging slightly in veiled re- 
fiections on Great Britain, declaring that 
as Vice-Admiral Rojestvensky had no tor- 
pedo boats with him it must have been 
Japanese torpedo boats which found shel- 
ter at the English fishing ports. In any 
event, Abaza insists, Rojestvensky was 
justified in taking every measure to pro- 
tect his squadron, costing $150,000,000. 

The conviction on board the ships of the 
Russlan squadron that the Japanese would 
make an attempt to destroy some of them 
is conclusively shown by a letter just re- 
ceived here by an official and mailed at 
Copemhagen, in which the writer describes 
the precautions taken to protect the squad- 
ron from an attack on the part of the Jap- 
anese, whose cunning makes them cap- 
able of anything.“ For this reason, he 
says, the squadron passed through the 
great belt in daylight, with trawlers 
abead, to protect them from mines.
